It  has  been  observed  that  international  students  have  gained  a great  deal  of 
help,  inspirtation  and  broadened  educational  experience  through  attendance  at  pro- 
fessional meetings,  etc.  The  purpose  of  this  grant  is,  therefore,  to  stimulate 
such  interaction.
